Cook sent telegrams to all mining dictricts warning striking miners 
that they must not return to work pending decision of the Miners’

LONDON, May 12.—Great Britain's general strike has 
been cancelled. England's nine days of industrial strife came 
| suddenly to an end today when officials of the Trade Union 
| Congress, after meeting with Premier Baldwin and other cabi- 
| net officials, issued the cancellation orders this morning. 
The conference held at Downing Street which brought 
ace lasted only an hour and 15 minutes. Premier Baldwin, 
| inston Churchill and Lord Birkenhead re ted the 
| government, while the unions were represen by a delega- 
tion headed by J. H. Thomas, Arthur Pugh and Margaret 
Bondfield. 

The strike of miners is not called off. The cancellation of 
the general strike, however, paves the way for a resumption 
of negotiations. It is believed the miners will return to work 
| @s goon as negotiations begin, provided they are assured 
against wage reduction while the negotiations progress.
